submitting this paper for coordination inasmuch as it rspresented only a working 
sheet in elaboration of the basic agreed paper entitled "Justification for Penetration 
Flights by AQUATQNE Based on Intelligence Requirements" (TCS-912-57 
SC-01209/57 dated 13 February 1957), He urged toe Services to get their comments 
to him promptly and noted especially that Navy*s suggestions on KLYUCHI presented 
in toe same format aa the rest of toe items would be very helpful. In this connection* 
the Air Force noted that it had come to share toe Navy*# view on toe importance of 
KEYUCHI aa a target for too select list*

9* Copies of a draft paper containing a revision of the high priority list 
for toe Soviet Union (both in Europe and Asia) were distributed with toe explanation 
that they represented an effort to bring together toe revisions proposed by all 
participating agencies with reference to toe earlier draft of July 1956 (TS- 158376). 

It was agreed that on Thursday afternoon at 2 o’clock the members would reconvene, 
each with a single copy bearing annotations to correct this draft as regards spelling, 
coordinates, S. E, numbers, category of primary and category of secondary interest. 
It was agreed that toe final paper would be presented as follows; an introductory 
explanatory statement followed by all of toe explanations relating to too c ategories 
of interest* Thereafter, there would be a single alphabetical list of all Soviet Union 
(western and eastern) targets which would contain toe followings name, coordinate, 
B.E. number, category of primary interest and other categories of interest, 
eliminating the column which indicated toe agencies having an interest. The 
question was raised as to whether coordinates are required for specific targets 
such as rail centers or industrial plants located to a city* 

noted that the scope of toe camera would embrace approximately 35 miles and thus 
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if the coordinate was indicated outlying targets within that scope would be included. 
The Chairman noted, however, that within this explanation each member should 
make his own decision as to whether factories and other items within a city complex 
should for safety's sake hear specific coordinates. Such as were received would be 
listed immediately under the relevant city.

Security 

13 0 the CIA/TSG, called attention to security violations in 

recent weeks and indicatsd his concern at the increase. He noted that he felt it 
hie responsibility on being aware of such violations wherever they occurred to 
call attention of the proper authorities to these violations and request appropriate 
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action be taken. Members of the ARC indicated that they accepted this in the 
spirit in which it was done and felt that his practice was proper and useful. 

They concurred in the need for attention to strict security and the faithful imple- 
mentation of the TALENT procedure# to which all have agreed and by which they 
are bound. 


14, Mr, Lundahl reported that teat materials on the C configuration have
